The 
report shows that they have raised 
this year 50 bushels of eorn, 25 
pounds of tobacco and 700 bundles 
of fodder and the expenses since 
last court — six months — are $190.- 
30, and the premises contain one in- 
mate. A farm that can't produce 
enough for one poor old lady to 
subsist on should be given away if 
there is no other chance to get rid 
of it.
